A barely-furnished single 
room can be had for the former price, 
but a nice room is likely to cost from 
$40 to $50 at least. 

The conversation was here inter- 
rupted by a gentleman who made the 
usual inquiry for rooms. He, however, 
had received a more correct impression 
regarding prices, and said: “I want 
two rooms, somewhere near the business 
center, comfortably furnished, and 
will pay about $40 per month for them. 
I have spent thrée days now in looking 
for a place to live, and am ing 
discouraged. heard of the 
scarcity of rooms here, and oi my way 
down left my wife and daughter at one 
of the small towns, where | knew they 
could be comfortable until I had * 
cured apartments for them. Now, I 
have about given up, and unless I suc- 
ceed today, shall leave them there, and 
do the best I can for myself here.’

two for 885, made the gentleman’s 
cheek burn with envy. A visit to the 
houses in the business center = even 
more discouraging, as $20, $30 and $50 
for a single room, and from $75 a $100 
for two,s as the gentleman de- 
sired. were the only re- 
sults in that quarter. All after- 
nocn the hunt for rooms con- 
tinued. and at night the gentleman de- 
clared himself satisfied that he could

‘reason. The cause for this condition 


of things is not stg on the sur- 
face. To be sure there is a great rush 
and a scarcity of houses, which nat- 
urally makes room rent high. But the 
real cause lies beyond all this. There 


is in San Diego a speculation in houses 


and rooms, which, thongh perhaps a 
perfectly legitimate one, has been car- 
ried almost beyond the limit of endur- 
ance. Ask the proprietor of a house 
or building the reason for the extor- 
tionate of the almost 
in variable reply is. I pay so much 
for the house, and neat get so much 
more in order to make a profit. I do 
not own the house; I have a lease. 
Farther inquiry generally reveals the 
fact that there is still, another lease 
beyond, so that the poor tenant is 
actually ying an enormous profit to 
a succession of speculators. 

In many cases the present proprietor 
of a residence property has secured a 
lease of the house for aterm of years 
at a fair rental, $40 or $60 per month, 
but in subletting the rooms will not be 
satisfied with less than that amount 
for one or two rooms. oe same 
tem of speculation prevails in the l 
ing-houses. Leases are given, the dif- 


‘ferent floors are sublet, and even the 


rows on each side ef the halls turned 
over to different parties, every one of 
whom becomes a new source of extor- 
tion. To say that the result of this 
ulation amounts to extortion is 
— it mildly. Considering the fact 
that the people who stay here are com- 
pelled to pay the prices or sleep out- 
doors, it approaches highway robbery. 
That it is an evil and an injury to 
the city there can be no doubt. Every 
day dozens of families who have come 
here to find a home — compelled to 
leave, driven away the enormous 
of their — necessities. 
ther there is a remedy for the evil 
is a question. The speculation which 
causes it is legitimate, and it is not 
likely that anything except a sufficient 
increase in the supply of buildings to 
meet the enormous demand will effect 
achange. If owners of buildings, in 
the welfare. of the city, would keep 
their property under the r own control 
and be satisfied with a fair profit on 
their investment, it would aid mate- 
rially in improving the present condi- 
tion of affairs. The millennium, how- 
ever, is probably not at hand.

' SAN Francisco, Jan. 17.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The thirty-eighth annual 
meeting of the San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce was held this afternoon. Presi- 
dent Merry and Secretary Haynes pre- 
sented their reports for the term just closed. 

President Merry’s report recommends 
that wharfage accommodation be increased 
by extending the sea wall, making it possi- 
ble to obtain berths for ships when re- 
quired. The tendency of the bar to shoal 
is given some attention, with the suggestion 
that Congress give instant attention to the 
fact that the bar is becoming wider. The 
need of a national quarantine station is 
presented, as well as the necessity for mod- 
ern harbor defenses and an adequate naval 
force. | 

President Merry also advocates the de- 
velopment of merchant marine and steam- 
ship lines by liberal subsidies. He also re- 
cords his approbation of the scheme to gom- 
plete the Panama Canal. 

A communication from the City Council 
of Santa Barbara was read, requesting the 
chamber to use its endeavors to have the 
néw cruiser to be built at the Union 
Works named Santa Barbara.
